He Repeats Company’s Argument 
Against Union in Letter to 
President Wilson.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—The declin- 
ation of President Newcomb. Carlton of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company 
to abide by the decision of the National 
War Labor Board was discussed at the 
regular meeting of the Cabinet this 
afternoon. Incident to the discussion 
the matter of Government control of 
telegraphs for the period of the war 
was taken up, but no ‘decision was 
reached, From what was said 








after the 
Cabinet - meeting it was gathered ta. 
President Wilson is not disposed to take 


any drastic measures unless all other 
means of preventing a telegraphers’ 
strike shall fail. The letter of President 
Carlton to President Wilson repent the 
White House today. 

There is some. sentiment in the Cab- 
inet in favor of the Government taking 
over the telegraphs for the period of 
the war, but this may be confined to 
Postmaster General Burleson, who has 
been a consistent advocate of perma- 
nent Government ownership of both 
telegraphs and _ telephones. Today’s 
consideration apparently resulted in a 
decision to make an appeal to President 
Carlton to modify his attitude. The 
expectation here is that President Wil- 
son will invite Mr. Carlton to a confer- 
ence before any effort is made to meet 
the situation by Government action. 

There is some reason to believe that 
if President Carlton refuses to recede 
it will be suggested that the Western 
Union resubmit the questions involved 
to the War Labor Board. Nothing has 
been brought forward to indicate that 
President Wilson is willing to go to the 
extreme of Government control of tele- 
graphs. All that has come to light sug- 
gests that he would prefer to let the 
telegraph companies continue under pri- 
vate management. 


WESTERN UNION SAYS 
NO TO WILSON’S PLEA 


President Carlion Firm in Reject- 
ing All Suggestions That 
Men Join Union. 


Newcomb Carlton, President of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
made public yesterday a letter to Presi- 
dent Wilson in which he declined, on 
behalf of the Western Union, to accede 
to President Wilson’s request that the 
couipany suspend, for the period of the 
war, its rule barring employes from 
membership in the Commercial Teleg- 
“‘raphers’ Union of America. 

In his reply to President Wilson’s ap- 
peal Mr. Carlton makes no concession 
from the position taken by the company 
before the Natiqnal War Labor Board 
, when it refused 'to accept the majority 
opinion of the board that the company 
had. no right to block, by dismissals or 
otherwise, the desire of its employes to 
become members of the C. T. U. A. 

Among leaders of the union the 
yefusal of President Carltc. to be in- 
fluenced by President Wilson’s appeal 
was considered as undeniable proof that 
the Directors of the Western Union were 
deliberately forcing the Government to 
take over their enterprise. In the face 

of President Carlton’s attitude, they 
believe that President Wilson will find 
no other course open to him. While 
Western Union officials deny that they 
are inviting Government control, it wag 
made plain yesterday that President 
Cariton holds to his original contention 
that if it comes to a question of Govern- 
ment control or allowing essential em-— 
ployes to join a union he would take 
Government control. 

In his reply to President Wilson Mr. 
Carlton bases the company’s attitude 
teward the union on the grounds pre- 
sented by the Western Union in the 
pamphlet issued last Sunday. <A copy 
of the’ pamphlet was attached by Mr.

AMSTBDRDAM, June 18.—The Prank- 
furter Zeitung is not quite pleased with 
the speech which the Kaiser made on 
the occasion of the thirtieth anniversary 
of his accession. It quarrels with his 
utterance that the great war is a-strug- 
gle between two different world con- 
ceptions, on the one hand the German 
conception of right, freedom, honor, 
and morals, and on the other the 
Anglo-Saxon. conception, which means 
pagan worship of money, ard his state- 
ment that all the races of the earth 
work as slaves for the Anglo-Saxon 
ruling race which oppresses them: 

The paper says that such’ an idea has 
only sprung up since the outbreak of | 
the war and though it has become in| 
a certain sense popular it is incorrect. 

“Tt is not‘’a question of two world 
conceptions,” .the Frankfurter Zeitung 
goes on, “ but of two world powers, 
each possessing a might the like of 
which the world has never seen before. 
The German people were not told on 
Aug. 4, 1914, that they were going out 
to fight the Anglo-Saxon conception of, 
the world until it was conquered. Had 
that been said, even in veiled terms, 
the high unjty of will of the German: 
people would have been rent asunder 
on the first day, for the German did 
not think of this or that kind of world: 
conception. He.thought of the Father- 
land's need, of home nd wife’ and 
mother.” — 

The paper adds that it is doubtful if 
any single and particular world concep- 
tion can be attributed to the. great 
races, and declares it is ‘‘ rather as- 
tonishing "’. that the Kaiser should re- 
gard the English national, ideal as par- 
ticularly hateful—for, as he did much up 
to recent times to keep peace with the 
United States, his Majesty must have 
been thinking mainly about England 
when he spoke. 

‘“‘The Kaiser,’’ it says, “had been 
often in England and had given expres- 
sion on numerous occasions to his sym- 
pathy with English life, whereby he 
aroused the anger of those German séc- 
tions whose ideal: was the sennibilation 
of the English world conception. There 
are many dark pages in English history, 
but they are not the regult of any par- 
ticular perversity in world cgnception. 
The basis of the English popular and 
State life is like our own. His is of 
kindred Germanic origin, German re- 
actionaries see in the universal fran- 
chise particularly the damnable fruit of 
the Anglo-Saxon: world conception, and 
regard as a great triumph the scornful 
mishandling of the franchise pill prom- 
ised by the monarch.’ 

As for the heathen worship of money | 
the Zeitung will not have it that such 
is confined to-England and America. 
“ Unfortunately,’’ it says, ‘our world 
conception has not protected us from 
making heavy sacrifices on that same 
altar. There has been no lack of ser- 
vicc to Mammon in Germany even in 
time of war. Base though English poli- 
tics may be under Lloyd George, he has 
put a hitherto unequaled portion of the 
war burdens: on qr: possessing classes. 
Peoples who co@apsed on account of 
Mammon worship did.not do that.’’ ...

LONDON, June 18 —Andrew Bonar 
Law, Chancellor of the Exchequer, in- 
troduced a vote of credit for £500,000,000 
in the House of Commons today, gave 
some figures regarding the total war 
credits; which, with the present appro- 
priation, would amount to £7,842,000,000 
and announced that he would postpone 
until tomorrow his statement on na- 
ticnal expenditure. He then proceeded 
to give a review of the general situa- 
tion. ,

France. For that reason the general 
suspicion that the initiative came from 
Berlin, rather than from Vienna, I be- 
lieve to be justified. 

“‘The offensive was launched by a 
very large number of Austrian divisions. 
A good deal more than half.their total 
force on that front is engaged in the 
attack. All I can say today is that 
after three days of fighting the attack 
has failed. 

Wars Worst Initial Failure. 

‘*Our advices from Italian headquar- 
ters are that the enemy has not se- 
cured in three days the objectives which 
he had hoped to obtain on the first 
day. And it is also true to say that 
no offensive on this: scale throyghout 
the whole war has at its initiation . se- 
cured so little success. 

‘There is no doubt that our own and 
the French troops are giving a good 
account of themselves, and the Italians 
have been fighting throughout with the 
highest courage and the most marked 
tenacity, The Italian Higher Command 
has no fear of the result. The danger 
is, not yet over, but the Government 
can express admiration and gratitude 
to the Italians for the share they have 
taken in the general struggle.’’ 

Speaking -of the western. front, Mr. 
Bonar Law said that British and French 
headquarters knew the position to. which 
the German divisions were beijing sent 
before the commencement of the offen- 
sive on March 21. He admitted that 
the attack had attained an amount of 
success which had caused the utmost 
anxiety. 

*« But,”’ he added, “‘ three months have 
passed, and-althoygh the battle is a 
continucus one, we can look back upon 
what has happened with some confi- 
dence. 

No German Objective Gained. 

“‘In this whole campaign the Ger- 
mans have had before them three great 
objectives. One was Paris; another was 
the channel ports; the third was not 
only the defeat, if they could achieve it, 
of~the allied army, but the breaking 
of the communications between the 
British and French forces. Although 
the Allies have had to give much 
ground, not one of the enemy’s strategic 
objects has been attained. \ 

*-I think if any one in the early days 
of the struggle had suggested to Hinden- 
burg that after three months the posi- 
tion would-be what it is today he would 
have treated the suggestion with scorn. 
There. is.clear and increasing evidence 
in the German press that they are be- 
coming disappointed with the success— 
great as it has been—which has attended 
the German arms so far. 

“On the other hand, if we could have 
foreseen three months ago what the 
position is now our anxiety would have 
been _less.’’ 

The Chancellor classed the battle of 
St. Quentin and the first battle of. the 
Lys as great German successés, and the 
battle of Arras as qne in -which the 
British were -entirely - victorious. ‘The 
same was true of the second phase of. 
the battle of the Lys.

Staley Said to Have Confessed

WASHINGTON, June. 18.~The. -De- 
partment-of.Justice announcéd tonight 
that First Lieutenant James C. Staley 
of the Quartermaster ent of the 
Army Was arrested at | ‘80 °6' elock this 
morning at 8 Whitehall Street, New 
York, on the charge of accepting money 
in .connection. with a contract that was 
expected to be awarded to Rosenthal & 
Wener, proprietors of. a plant at 810 
Broadway, for the manufacture of the 
Truefit - raincoat. 


Rosenthal & Wener, it- was stated by 


Department of Justice officials, had’ 
been working in co-operation with the 
department, and members of the firm 
had come to Washington several times 
to consult officials in regard to the case. 
The amount’ of money alleged to have 


been paid to Staley was not stated, but 


it was alleged that the cash was handed 
to him in sight of! two Department of 
Justice officials and he was heard to 
remark that he expected more. ‘money 
when the contract was finally awarded. 

The manufacturers had put in a bid 
to supply 50,000 raincoats, and Staley, 
according to what was said ‘at the De- 
partment of: Justice tonight, was: as- 
signed to inspect the samples and de- 
termine if they came up to Govern- 
ment requirements. This he had done, 
as in other cases. This morning, 
just before -his arrest, he had completed 
the: inspection, according to officials 
here, and had informed the members 
of the firm that he would recommend 
that’a contract be awarded to them. 

How the Firm Co-operated. . 

The-firm consists of J. Rosenthal and 
Louis Wener. They are not implicated 
in the criminal aspect of the . matter. 
The statement was made by an official 
af the Department of Justice that. the 
members of the firm, believing that 
Staley was expecting to be paid for 
enabling them to get the contract, de- 
cided to disclose to the Department ‘ot 
Justice all. the information that had 
come: into their . possession and place 
their services at the disposal of the 
Government... It was said that they. 
went ‘on with the deal on the advice of 
the department officials and played their 
part to tRe end. 


It was stated at the department that. 


a number of othgr firms in New. York 
were co-operating in the same manner 
with the department in cases. where 
officers ‘who have charge of contracts 
for war supplies are under suspicion of 
wrongdoing. 

The Recewinisiiek, officials were dis-

IN THE ITALIAN ZONE OF 
WAR, Tuesday, June 18.—Seventy- 
one divisions, or full three-quarters 
of the mobilized forces of Austria- 
Hungary, have been identified as 
participants i in the agtual battle. The 
number of cannon ranged against 
Italy is estimated at 7,500, together 
with the enemy’s entire aviation re- 
sources. : 

‘The din of battle is now loudest 
along the Piave, haviiig died down 
somewhat 6n the Alpine front from 
Asiago to Montello, in the whole of 
which region the enemy losses have 
been stupendous. Thousands of dead 
are heaped before the Italian lines 
in the mountain sectors, blocking the 
mule paths and choking the defiles. 
Though endeavoring to obey the 
drastic order to advance at all 
costs, for instance along the twenty- 
five-mile stretch between Val d’Assq 
and Monte Tomba, Field Marshal 
Scheurchenstel’s ponderous army left 
fully one-third of its storming troops 
strewn on. the ground before with- 
drawing. to its original intrench- 
ments. No fewer than nine desper- 
ate onslaughts upon Monte Grappa, 
always with fresh reserves, were 
broken-upon Grappa Heights yester- 
day. Before the enemy desisted the 
craggy slopes were black’ with 
corpses and littered with broken ma- 
chine guns and abandoned rifles and 
munition chests. 

Prisoners Reveal Objectives. 


June. 17—According to statements 
of prisoners, the- Austrian objec- 
tives on the first day of the attack 
were Bassano, eight miles down the 
Brenta, and Treviso, eight miles west 
‘of the Piave. The attack along the 
Piave from the Venetian lagoons to 
Montello was aimed at possession of 
the main roads leading to Montebel- 
luna, Treviso,.and Mestre, five miles 
west of Venice, thereby cutting off 
Venice. and thrusting toward the 
heart-of the Venetian plain. ,, 

In. the meantime General Conrad 
von Hoetendorf's armies from-Monte 
Grappa . to Asiago were to sweep 
down upon Asolo and Bassano ‘to 
prevent the retreat of the -8d Italian 
Army from the Piave and complete

Papers found on officers show that, 
after forcing tne passage of the Piave, 
the first day’s objective was the Tre- 
viso-Montebelluna railroad. In two 
days of fighting the enemy columns had 
succeeded only in realizing the minimum 
assigned for the first day, according to 
the official note issued at Rome. 

But one single allied aviator has been 
lost during the Austrian offensive, while 
forty-four enemy machines have been 
brought down. 

‘In artillery and airplanes Austria 
{is using all her available regources,’’ 
says the official note. ‘‘ Not less than 
7,500 cannon of all calibres have been 
brought into action. Three Austro-Hun- 
garian armies under the command of 
Field Marshal Boroevic are engaged in 
fighting desperately with enormous mil- 
itary means. Ordered to advance at 
any cost, without thought of blood sacri- 
fices, the Austro-Hungarian regiments 
readily obey. Thousands of corpses 
strew the battlefield overlooking’ the 
mountainous Italian sector and accumu- 
late along the Piave, but the objectives 
which the enemy was to reach are yet 
far away.’’ 

That the Austrians, after three days of 
furious fighting, have not gained any 
really important success confirms the 
newspapers in their opinion that the of- 
fensive has failed. 

L’Homme Libre says that the Italian 
resistance to every attack encourages 
the best hopes, and it is convinced that 
an Italian victory is assured, owing to 
the excellent spirits of the Italian troops. 


GERMAN PRESS INDIFFERENT. 


Treats Austrian Offensive As of 
Third-rate Importance.

Fighting of the most heroic nature 
is going on in the Grappa region, 
which is now looked upon by Italians 
as a sacred mountain and one of the 
altars of the nation.

The roads about reconquered Asolone 
are littered with dead. 

A big struggle is raging today on 
the ridge between Monte Grappa 
and Monte Pertica, northeast of 
which Porte di Salton was cleared 
of the enemy by repeated assaults 
during which 470 prisoners fell into 
our hands. 

Along the Piave enemy masses 
are concentrating, chiefly on the 
eastern slopes on Montello and west 
of San Dona. In both districts pas- 
sage across the river was facilitated 
by a heavy rain of tear shells and 
smoke bombs, and amid the smoke 
pontoons and rafts were takén down 
to the water’s edge. Three divisions 
got across from Colfosco and -Ilas, 
fronting Nervesa, but they are being 
strenuously hemmed around at the 
foot of Montello, at Fagare and 
Zenson, where the Austrians had 
penetrated some way ahead. The 
Italians, after thrusting them from 
the latter place, have encircled some 
detachments in the river bend. 

Croce village, west of San Dona, 
was rewon and lost twice over, and 
now rests in the possession of Italian 
bombardiers, Bersagliere, and cyclist 
But the best stroke of luck on 
the Piave yesterday occurred in the 
Saletto sector.

ITALIAN ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS, June 18.—The battle is raging 
along the whole length of the front, 
from the high plateau of Asiago to the 
Lower Piave. As had long been ex- 
pected, the enemy’s greatest pressure 
jis occurring in the mountains, as, if 
the enemy succeeded in breaking 
through the chain of Alps, it would 
mean a withdrawal of the army fight- 
ing on the Piave to prevent their be- 
ing caught in the rear. 

The Austrians are employing such a 
large amount of gases that the whole 
battleline is enveloped in dense, im- 
penetrable clouds, Fortunately, a 
heavy rain is still falling in that re- 
gion, which lessens to some extent the 
effects of the gases. 

The Italians are fighting fiercely. 
with great dash, giad to get at the 
enemy after so many months of forced 
inactivity and with an intense desire 
to regain the country desecrated by 
the enemy’s invasion. 

The Austrians are keeping the Ital- 
fans under deadly fire, especially aim- 
ing at their second lines, to prevent 
the arrival of reinforcements. This 
bombardment has small effect in the 
mountains, as, owing to the limited 
mumber of men one can employ at one 
time, these are able to protect them- 
selves in dugouts excavated in the 
solid rock. 

Snow Still Deep in Mountains. . 


Snow, which is still lying on the 
mountains, is heaped up into immense 
mounds by the bombardment. Italian 
troops, clothed in: white overalls to 
‘prevent their being seen against the 
whitenegs, have now slowly advanced 
to engage the enemy in hand-to-hand 
fighting. 

Despite the rain, the work accom- 
plished by the English’ and Italian 
aviators is above praise. Flying low 
over the enemy troops, they have 
brought confusion and. terror into 
their midst, intrepidly engaging the 
Austrians in aerial combats, and 
bringing down in twelve hours many 
enemy planes, while also collecting 
invaluable military information. The 
English and French contingents co- 
operate with the Italians in perfect 
accord and a splendid spirit of cama- 
raderie. . 

All of Austria’s cannon and her 
picked troops are ranged on the Ital- 
jan front. General Boroevic, com- 
manding the Austrian operations, has 
made the most minute selection of 
the units employed on this front; 
but he is confronted with the most 
determined and daring troops which, 
after more than half a year of prepa- 
ration, are ready to undergo any 
sacrifice to bar the path to the enemy. 

Especially the Alpini are as un- 
daunted as ever. In fact they seem 
animated by a superhuman power that 
enables them to accomplish miracu- 
lous feats. They come dashing out

ruins. In its centre square is still 
standing as a threat the monument 
erected to recall the “ Freedom from 
the Austrian Yoke,” after the war of 
1866. 

The fight is assuming the character 
of a gigantic battle, owing to the ex-

Although the bombardment is con- 
tinuing all along the line, it ts most 
intense at the two extremities of the 
curve-shaped front, with the evident 
intention of the Austrian command to 
apply pincer tactics to try to force the 
whole Italian Army to retire. So far 
the enemy’s aim seems, like that of 
last Autumn, to be to gain the plains 
along the valleys of the Rivers Brenta 
and Astico. During these first days it 
is difficult to ascertain whether the 
positions attacked are the real objec- 
tives of the enemy or only diversions 
to mask their true intentions, which 
might be an offensive along Lake 
Garda, their aim being to reach the 
plains wherein are Brescia and Milan. 

The Italian Supreme Command, 
however, has taken all possible meas- 
ures for any eventuality, while it isa 
pleasure to see with what doggedness 
of spirit the Italian troops are fight- 
ing. 

The situation is most hopeful. The 
enemy is being kept in check all along 
the line, while both at the front and at 
home the people realize the gravity of 
the hour and that sacrifices must be 
made, also the possibility of having, 
for strategical reasons, slightly to give 
way; but every one is facing events 
calmly, undaunted and sure of ulti- 
mate victory.

. LONDON, June 18.—Raids and other 
lecal operations characterized the 
fighting on the allied front in France 
last night and today, British and 
French troops taking a considerable 
number of prisoners.

Yesterday the British destroyed 
twenty-five German airplanes and 
drove three down out of control.

The British official communication 
issued this eyening says: 


We carried out a successful raid 
last night north of Lens.” This morn- 
ing' English troops raided the enemy 
trenches. south of ‘Hulluch and cap- 
tured several prisoners after strong 
fighting. ' . ; 

On the remainder. of the front there 
is nothing to report beyond artillery 
activity by both sides. 


The text of the British day state- 
ment follows:

A DESPERATE GAME| 


Failure May Have Serious Re- 
sults in a Country Racked 
by Internal Troubles.

British Success: In Checking the 
Offensive There Is Reassuring, 
Says Gen. Maurice.

LONDON, ‘June 18.—Unable to with- 
stand artiy longer the pressure from 
Germany, Austria has launched the of- 
fensive which has been ,expected for 
gome weeks past... It is for her @ 
desperate gamble, as if it fails to ob- 
tain any real measure of success thé 
conseqtences: in the interior of the 
country, which is feeling the strain. of 
war more than any other and is racked 
with internal troubles, must be most 
serious. The battle just begun in Italy. 
may therefore have far-reaching con- 
sequences,  ’ ; e 

The Italian position has throughout 
the war been strategically very diffi- 
cult, for it ies in a great salient, flanked 
on the north by the Alps and on the 
south by the Adriatic. General Cor- 
dona’s offensives were from the first 
directed to pushing out ahead of this 
salient in the direction of Trieste, but 
he was all the time hampered by having 
to watch very closely the mountain 
front,: where an enemy success would 
at once threaten his communications and 
force the immediate withdrawal of his 
battlefront. This is why the Austrians 
in May, 1916, attacked on the Asiago 
front, and why the German success of 
last October near Tolmino was so dis- 
astrous to the Italian Army and com- 
pelled it to give up at once all the terri- 
tory it had gained in three years of 
hard fighting. 

It is, therefore, to the mountain front 
that we look first and most anxiously 
when news of an Austrian attack comes 
in. In the mountains the enemy’s main 
attack has been made on either side of 
the Brenta, on a front of twenty miles, 
extending from the western edge of 
Asiago Plateau to Monte Grappa. The 
object. of this. attack was to secure the 
issues to the plains by way of the 
Brenta and Astico valleys. Had it been 
successful, it would have torced our allies 
to fall back from the Piave, in circum- 
stances of greatest difficulty, for a 
distance of fifty miles across the 
Brenta, to a longer and less secure line 
behind the <Astico and to abandon 
Venice and Padua to the enemy. 

The news which comes in of the com- 
plete failure of the attack in the mount- 
ains is, therefore, bf the very highest im- 
portance, and we may rejoice that, the 
British army in Italy has played so 
conspicuous a part in the repulse of the 
enemy. on this vital front. } 

The Asiago Plateau, where our men 
have been fighting, consists of an area 
of rough, gently rolling downland, about 
seven miles in width by three in depth, 
completely ‘encircled by mountains, and 
is'of great importance’ becatise’ it is bet- 
ter provided with approaches on the 
Austrian side than any other area of 
similar..extent ‘on thé wouhthin, “front, 
while the open downland\ naturally al- 
lows of much greater freedom of move- 
ment than is possible among the peaks 
and precipices through which the rest of 
the Alpine front runs. 

As the allied line runs along the 
southern edge of the plateau, where it 
begins to merge in the last range of 
mountains between the enemy and the 
plains which begin only six miles be- 
hind the front trenches, and a success- 
ful attack would take the enemy 
straight into the Astico Valley, thus 
turning at one blow the lines of both 
the Piave and the Brenta, it was always 
anticipated that the enemy would here 
make a great effort. Lord Cavan and 
his troops have every reason to be 
proud that they should have been given 
this post of honor, and have held it 
with completé success, with the co-op- 
eration of the Italian gunners on their 
left, to whose timely assistance the 
British commander pays warm tribute. 

In the little less vital sectors of the 
Brenta Valley and of the mountains of 
Asolone and Grappa to the east of it 
the Italians have been equally success- 
ful, and we have, therefore, good rea- 
son to believe that the mountain front 
ig secure. 

A direct-attack across the Piave could 
not, in any event, yield the Austrians 
the prizes they would obtain by a suc- 
cess further to the north. Here the 
worst that-could happen is that the 
Italians would be forced back. on to 
successive lines of defense, which cover 
their communications directly against 
attack from the east. The Austrian ef- 
forts on the Piave appear to have fallen 
into two parts, the most northerly is 
against the important Montello ridge, 
which was occupied and organized for 
defense by our troops when they first 
went into the front line. The second and 
southerly attack is against the lower 
Piave on a wide front from Ponte di 
Piave, to Musile. That is, they are 
striking along and*between two main 
lines of railway, leading,-one to Treviso 
and the other to Mestre. The Aus- 
trians have succeeded in crossing the 
Piave at the foot of Montello and near 
both railway lines, but their progress 
so far on the right bank of the river 
is insignificant and threatens no se- 
rious danger. ™ 

Altogether the first news from the 
battlefield, which is most encouraging, 
shows that our Italian allies are fight- 
ing splendidly and that the reports 
which we have received of their com- 
plete recovery from the disasters of 
last Autumn are fully justified. 

We have, as yet, no indication of the 
strength in which the Austrian attacks 
have been delivered, and it will be of 
great interest to learn whether any 
eonsiderable number of divisions have 
been brought across from Rumania and 
Russia. From the length of the front 
attacked, and the fact that divisions, 
apparently in considerable number, 
were brought up at’the last moment on 
the German model, it looks as if this 
might have happened, and if it proves 
to be the case, it will have a direct 
bearing upon the situation in France, 
as it will make it less likely that Aus- 
trian troops can be used to free more 
German divisions in the Bast for op- 
erations on the main Western front.

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It is almost invariably true that, in or- 
der to achieve the maximum success, 
the element of surprise in. attack must 
be present. It is just as essential in this 
‘war as in any other.. Since March 21 we 
have had several: illustrations of this. 
The first German attack against the 
British was a surprise, and largely be- 
cause it was a surprise it succeeded. 
The second, which fell in Flanders, was 
also .a surprise, as wis, the German at- 
tack on the French on the Ailette front. 
Both of these succeeded: The last at- 
tack, however, bétween Montdidier and 
the Oise, was not a surprise, and, as we 
know, it was a complete and very ex- 
pensive failure. It is also true, in con- 
nection with these offensives, that, when 
they succeeded, it was evidenced in the 
first day’s fighting that they were a 
success. When several days passed with 
@ small an gradual advance the drive 
Proved ultimately a signal failure. 

This has direct applicatign to the Aus- 
trian attack on the Italian lines. It 
Was, in the first place, not a surprise 
attack. The Italians knew that it was 
coming, and were generally prepared to 
meet it. They failed to give ground, ex- 
cept in a small way; during the first 
days of the attack. Therefore, their line 
is not broken, it is not even badly bent, 
and they have held to the point where 
they have gained time to concentrate 
their defense aguinst the Austrian at- 
tack. The probabilities, then, of any 
marked success, any shattering of the 
line that will endanger the Italian posi- 
tion as a whole, are small. 

The fighting in the mountains from 
the Asiago Plateau to the Piave has 
Senerally stopped. Both the Austrian 
reports and those of the Italians agree 
on this point. The Austrians claim that 
they are consolidating’ their positions 
and that they have repulsed the allied 
attacks. The Italians report that they 
are holding everywhere and that the 
fighting in the mountain areas has de- 
creased. The net result is that we may 
assume that the mountain drive has 
for the present terminated and that the 
drive along the Piave is now in full 
swing. 

The Piave front is the logical place 
for. the fighting to settle down. It is 
on this front that the Austrians. were 
brought to a halt.last year. It is this 
front which is most adequately sup- 
plied. with means of transportation and 
consequent ability to supply and rein- 
force troops. Moreover, it is the front 
where Austria most probably hoped for 
success. , 

It is hardly probable that any great 
hope was entertained of reaching the 


Italian plain from the nérth and ad- 
vancing sufficiently far down the plain 
to reach the vital railroad connections 
on which .the Italian mountain’ lines 
depend. This is a question of miles 
over the most difficult; country in the 
entire fighting zone 6f the war. ‘To 
succeed to such an extent here would 
require an overwhelming superiority, It 
was worth the chance, since if it 
succeeded the entire Piave line would 
have been destroyed as a consequence. 
But it, failed, and Austria was forced 
to give up this part of the enterprise 
and concentrate her efforts on the Piave. 

Here she has met with more success. 
It is apparent now that. the. troops 
which crossed the Piqve:at Nervesa 
have made good their crossing and have 
established a satisfactory bridgehead on 
the western bank. Nervesa is on the 
Montello Platéau,. a tableland about 
1,000 feet high, about eight miles long 
by three miles wide, which rises from 
the Italian plain, and is entirely isolated 
from the mountains on the western 
bank of the Piave. It is a most import- 
ant position from a defensive viewpoint, 
but it is here that the Austrians have 
accomplished their most marked re- 
sults on this section of the front. They 
have. apparently occupied the north- 
eastern corner of this plateau, and al- 
though the fighting here has died down, 
they have consolidated their positions. 
The effort, howeyer, seems to have 
stopped almost’ entirely, although 
whether through exhaustion, or whether 
they regard this as merely a prelim- 
inary part of the fighting, cannot be 
stated. 

Further south they have made good 
their crossing at San Dona di Piave and 
have cleared much of the Piave to the 
south of this point. ‘The Austrian re- 
ports state that they have reached the 
line of the Fossalta Canal. This canal 
leaves the river at the village of Fos- 
salta, a few miles north of San Dona,.

Americans Decimated Two Divisions. 


The 28th Division, composed of the 
40th Regiment of Fusiliers and the 
109th and 120 Baden Infantry, count- 
ed as shock troops. It was engaged, 
besides the 5th Division of the Guard, 
at the east end of the Chemin des 


Dames, and, after suffering serious 
casualties. at the hands of the tired 
British troops holding the Californie 


.Plateau, reached the Aisne on the 
evening of May 27. The Kaiser 
thanked it for its success, and prom- 
ised that it should be relieved in three 
or four days. It was then driven for- 
ward and reached the Marne near 
Jaulgonne on the evening of the 30th. 
On June 1 it was sent to Fére-en-Tar- 
denois to refit. A quarter of its effec- 
tives had fallen, and the survivors 
thought they would have a month’s 
rest. On June 7, however, the Ger- 
man Staff was becoming very anxious 
about thea condition of the .Franco- 
American front northwest of Chateau- 
Thierry, where the German 197th 
Division was completely exhausted, 
and the 237th had jiost a quarter or 
more of its effectives. It was neces- 
sary, if only for the sake of home 
opinion, to read these Americans 
(whom the Deutsche Tageszeitung 
Sand “similar authorities ‘had proved to 
be worthless soldiers) a lesson in re- 
spect for their betters. 

The 28th Division and_the 5th 
Guard Division were brought over for 
this purpose on June 7%, after only a 
week’s rest, the former being sent to 
Belleau. Wood and the latter to Bus- 
siares. I have already reported what 
happened to them, and especially mee 
on June 11, the Americans were im- 
pudent enough to. capture Belleau 
Wood, taking 370 prisoners. These 
two crack German units suffered more 
from the Americans in a few days 
than they had done in the advance 
from the Ailette to the Marne.

The second 
battalion of the 40th Fusiliers had all 
its officers killed or seriously wound- 
ed except one, who was made a pris- 
oner.

PARIS, June  18.—The question 
whether the Allies are really suffering 
from numerical inferiority on the French 
front continues’ to engage a go deal 
of attention here, especially in parlia- 
mentary, circles, where the matter is; 
being discussed with exceptional inter- 
est. The subject was brought into spe- 
cial prominence owing to the emphasis 
apparently laid on -this aspect of the 
struggle by Premier Clemenceau in his 
recent statement in the Chamber. 

It is evident from the interpretation 
given to the Premi er's remarks that 
he was very generally misunderstood. 
Most people, including many newspaper 
writers, appear to have_confounded two 
distinct factors—one concerning the 
number of effectives in a local sector 
of a given offensive, and the other the 
total number of allied effectives as.com- 
paréd with those of the énemy. 

Senator Henry Berenger emphasizes, 
in an article published this afternoon, 
the probability that much of the un- 
‘easiness. which has been felt has arisen 
from the confusion of these two factors. 
He remarks that there can be no doubt 
that in the recent German drives the 
Allies were surprised by the enemy— 
notably at the Chemin des Dames—at 
parts of, the front where they were 
notably inferior in numbers to the Ger- 
mans. Premier Clemenceau went 80 
far as to say that e French. were 
outnumbered as much as five to one. 

“But there can be no doubt that, 
taking the front as a whole,” says M. 
Berenger, ‘we are not appreciably in- 
ferior in number to the enemy. aken 
altogether, we have about _ 7,000,000 
troops against the enemy’s 7,000, 

Where the enemy was superior in num- 
bers, the Senator remarks, was at the 
points he_seleeted for attack. Seven 
million soldiers stretched out along a 
front of 1,200 or 1,400 miles will always 
be inferior to 7,000,000 secretly concen- 
trated on decisive sectors of attack, 

“Let us have confidence,’’ he 
cludes. “‘ Our high command will adapt 
our equality of numbers to a definite 
superiority of manoeuvre?’

GERMANS’ OPTIMISM WANES. ‘ 


Depression Supplants Enthusiasm 
Caused at First by Offensive. 


GENEVA, June 18.—The enthusiasm 
created by the first German offensive 
has passed, and a feeling of profound 
depression reigns among the German 
people, according to an interview with 
a neutral diplomat, who has just arrived 
in Geneva from Berlin, in La Suisse. 
The people at home expected a quick 
victory from the ~—. reports in offi- 
cial bulletins, and above all a quick 
peace.

Asquith Asks Help for Russia. 


Ex-Premier Asquith voiced the grati- 
fication of the House at Mr. Bonar Law’s 
statement and hopeful yiew of the situa- 
tion, and proceeded to enlarge on “the 
benefit which would accrue to Parlia- 
ment and the country if the Government 
would more frequently take the House 
into its confidence in this manner. 


He thought thére had been too great 
reticence in the Pen. and that, looking 
at the undaunt temper of the nation, 
there was nothing to fear from a relaxa— 
tion of this reticence. compatible with 
military interests. He was not in favor 
of secret sessions, and believed that most 
of the. information previously given in 
such secret meetings might, without dis— 
advantage, have been given out openly. 
He urged the Government to give. some 
information about other war fronts. 

Speaking of Russia, Mr. Asquith said 
he was not disposed to wipe that coun- 
try off the slate or treat her as if non- 
existent, or that she ‘“ might stew in 
her own juice.”” That, he declared, 
would be a policy of fatal shortsight- 
edness. - 

‘“‘We ought with all-our resources of 
diplomacy, and, if need be, with..naval 
and military assistance,’’ he concluded 
“to endeavor, ‘before too late, to build 
up a relationship, of friendship and inti- 
mate alliance. Russia has far more to 
lose by German victory and far more to 
gain by German defeat. than ~ one-:of 
the separate members of the ailiance,’”’ 

Without, pressing the Government to 

premature declaration, Mr. Asquith 
thought it should go forth to the world 
that the British Ple were as anxious 
as ever to have Russia on their side and 
to give the great Russian democracy 
the assurance that in all its pains and 
anxieties it had their sympathy, and 
that they hoped Russia would continue 
her sympathy and active assistance to 
the cause in which she was equally in- 
terested with the Allies. : 

In a general reference to the war 
situation, he said he. would like assur-

Fee May Seek Revenge. 

But what is of more interest to 
Americans, he might try to punish 
our, troops. northwest of Ch&teau- 
Thierry. Our successes there are a 
very sore thorn in the side of the Ger- 
man -High Command, and it would 
come ag no surprise to have to face a 


savage thrust against our men 
through the German desire to achieve

against the Americans, and an attack. 
in the next ten days on us would mean 
only that the Kaiser wants to get 
even. ¢ 

Wherever the drive comes, the peo- 
ple in America should be prepared-to 
hear of slight German gains. In: the 
present war situation, this is almost, 
inevitable, with the opposing armies 
almost numerically equal, and with 
the boche on the inside of the circle 
able to move troops for attack more 
quickly than the allied command can 
moye troops to oppose him. But al- 
though there will probably be gains, 
they will be. slight. 

‘Allied Offensive to Come. 

Whether the total of those gains in 
the. next four months will be enough 
to bring the boche to Paris, only time 
can tell. The Kaiser will drive and 
drive this Summer to the limit of the 
strength and endurance of his troops, 
and that is what the allied fighters 
must face. As long as the Germans 
keep up the drive for Paris and that 
means this Summer and possibly part 
of the Fall, Americans will aid in de- 
fending Paris. After the boche has 
delivered all his drives and enough 
American strength arrives to enable 
the Allies to prepare a big offensive 
of their own, the world may expect 
to see how well Germans retreat be- 
fore the Red, White, and Blue.

Those heights were held by Ameri- 
can soldiers and the reason the attack 
was postponed: was that our artillery 
fire on June 8, 4, and 5, had so cut 
up the Germah division that it could 
not make the attack which had been 
ordered for the morning of June 7.

It is no exaggeration ‘to say 
that had we been a month later,: the 
Germans might now be in the environs 
of Paris. By that I do not mean only 
that the moral encouragement of hav- 
ing America as an ally gave. strength 
to the French to hold, but I mean that 
the aid our fighters have given and 
are about to give was and will be a 
pear .factor in barring the German

(Congress. Will Be Asked to Pro- 
- vide Facilities for Forces of 
Some Western Power. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—Congress is 
to be asked by the War Department for 
an appropriation to provide training 
facilities in‘this country for forces other 
than American troops. This was learned 
authoritatively today, but it was said 
that no definite project has been dis- 
cussed, nor has the matter reached the 
point where it has been the subject of 
diplomatic communication.

PARDONED MEN WILL ATONE 


President Saved Sleeping Soldiers’ 
Lives In That Bellef. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—In granting 
unconditional pardon to two young sol- 
diers sentenced to death for. having 
slept on post at the front, President 
Wilson expected his action to act ‘‘as 
a challenge to devoted service for the 
future.”” The text of his order, identical 
in both cases and made public today, 
says:

Officers of Merchantman Say 
Naval Petty Officer Told of 
German Boat's: Destruction. 


TELL OF BASE OFF MEXICO 


Crew of Another Ship Repért Sink-. 
ing Another German Sub- 
marine Off Virginia. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 18.—Of- 
ficers of an American passenger steam- 
ship which arrived here today from 
Cuba reported that they had been in- 
formed by members of the crew of an 
American warship that a U-boat had 
been sunk off the coast by an American 
submarine. 

The steamship put into a coast port 
yesterday morning and an officer went 
off in a launch ta report to the com- 
mander of what he supposed. was the 
guardship and get orders as to the 
course to take on the way North. To 
his surprise he found that the vessel 
was the mother ship to. a flotilla of 
American submarines assembled in the 
harbor. <A petty officer said to him:. 
‘* Here is a piece of news the folks will 
‘be glad to hear ashore. Two or three 
days ago we got a German U-boat off 
the coast and sank her with all the 
crew.”’ 

The ship’s officer said that he realized, 
the importance of the news, if it should 


be true, and tried to obtain further 
particulars. The petty officer declined 
to give any more informasion as to how, 
when or where the German submarine 
had been destroyed. 

In the opinion of the steamship’s offi- 
cers, who have been running up and 
down the Atlantic coast for many years; 
there are at least two or three U-boats 
in American waters which are supplied 
by two cargo submersioles of the 
Deutschland type which have a base in 
the Gulf of Mexico between Tampico

TELLS OF SUBMARINES SUNK 


Scotchman Says Two Were De- 
stroyed Attacking Ship. 


Special to The New York Times. 

,BALTIMORE, June 18.—Andrew Ste- 
phenson, Secretary of the Rotary Club 
of Edinburgh, Scotland, and Honorary 
Secretary of the Association of Rotary 
Clubs in Great Britain, thrilled the 
members of the Baltimore Rotary Club 
at a luncheon today with the descrip- 
tion of the sinking of two German sub- 
marines only a few days ago while he 
was on his way to this country from 
England. 

“The second day out, while we were 
at dinner,’’ said Mr. Stephenson, “ the 
assengers were startled by a dull 
fhump against the ship’s side.

RESCUES AIRSHIP AT SEA. 


Schooner Finds Dirigible Missing 
from Cape May—Whole Crew Saved 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 18.—An 
American schooner, which arrived here 
today, brought in three naval airmen, 
who had been missing in a small diri- 
gible: balloon from:-Cape May, N. J., 
since Saturday morning. The schooner 
sighted the disabled airship forty-five 
miles off the coast, and, after‘rescuing

PROFITEER SHADOW ON MANY. 


Some Seéretaries of Members of 
Congress Said to be Involved. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—The shadow 
of complicity in the extensive scheme 
by which commission agents made 
millions out of Government war orders 
by acting as middlemen in obtaining 
contracts for manufacturers today ex- 
tended to scores of business men and 
attorneys in Washington, New York, 
Boston, and other cities, and even to a 
few secretaries of members of Congress, 

These men, many of whom were ama- 
teurs in the game of soliciting war con- 
tracts, promised to use their influence 
with Government officials, army officers 
or members of Congress to assure the 
awarding of contracts to special con- 
cerns, and in return were to receive 
if the contracts were 
landed. 

A large proportion of these cases, dis- 
closed by correspondence and other doc- 
uments seized in the simultaneous raids 


yesterday on offices of several hundred 
manufacturing plants, and forwarded 
today to the Department of Justice, 
were not prompted by sinister motives, 
officials believe, and prosecutions will 
riot ‘follow. Many others, however, ap- 
pear the result of carefully planned 
plots to squeeze millions from_ con- 
tractors, who in turn were to add: the 
contingent fees to prices which the Gov- 
ernment was required to pay. 

Reports ot only one arrest, an army 
officer in New York, reached here to-’ 
day. Officials intimated that arrests 
might be made-.soon in connection with 
the charges on which four men are now 
under indictment here—conspiracy to 
violate Federal laws forbiading’ the 
sub-letting of contracts and payment 
of contingent fees. 

Secret agents of the Department of 
Justice, Treasury and War and Navy 
Departments were at work today on new 
phases of the disclosures in Washington 
and elsewhere, while a corps of investi- 
gators under the direction of Assistant 
Attorney General Huston Thompson di- 
gested the evidence contained in the 
thousands of seized documents. 


Future Contracts Safeguarded. 


Attorney General Gregory took the 
latest information on the raids to the 
Cabinet meeting, and Cabinet members 
and heads. of all executive departments 
making contracts received the Attorney 
General’s ‘recommendations, approved 
by President Wilson, for insertion in 
future contracts of a clause binding the 


contractor not to pay contingent fees 
nor einploy middlemen in negotiating a 
war order. 

The analyzing of the reports on yes- 

terday’s ralds proved a task which will 
take more than a week, particularly 
since some of the evidence was gath- 
ered as far West as San Francisco. 
Photographic copies of the letters or 
papers containing proof of the drafting 
of contingent fee agreements weré 
made, and. the documents will be re- 
turned to the contractors immediately, 
to minimize inconvenience to them. 
, One of the principal arms of the in- 
quiry: now is directed to learning if 
army or navy officers were subject to 
sinister influence of the agents: If it 
is found any officers were implicated 
directly, they will be speedily : court- 
martialed, Secretaries Baker and Dan- 
jels said today after the Cabinet meet- 
ing. So far as’ is known now, the ref- 
erence of the contract agents was not 
to any sig army or'‘navy officers. 

Bernard Baruch, Chairman of the 
War Industries Board, promised his 
co-operation in ferreting out any cases 
of fraud or improper conduct by any 
officials in his department having 
charge of arranging contracts between 
the ar and Navy Departments. and 
producers. 

All day letters and telegrams poured 
in to the Department of Justice from 
manufacturers who had been solicited 
by commission agents. Some manufact- 
urers gave valuable information, while 


-practically: all commended the. work of 


the department, saying they had been 
annoyed by the solicitations of the com- 
mission agents. 

These letters constituted only one of 
the elements leading officialato believe 


.they had uncovered: an even more ex- 





tensive system of fraud connected with- 
war orders “than they had imagined. 
They ‘continied to insist, however, that 
by far the large’ proportion of contracts 
had’ made cleaniy and fairly and 
would not be subjected to annulment. 
May Retain Tainted Contracts. 

‘Whether many of those proved tainted 
with contingent fees will be repudiated 
by the Government is considered doubt- 
ful, in view of the need for speed in pro- 
ducing supplies, but it is probable that 
the amount of: the commissions will, be 
deducted before final payment is. 

Members of Congress today” com- 
mented that one contributing cause of 
the, contingent fee system is that pro- 
ducers, -particularly those with small 
plants which cannot. afford.to main- 
tain permanent representatives in 
Washington, find difficulty in making 
connéctions with ‘the right Government 
officers in charge of contracting for. 
articles they manufacture. 

There is such a multiplicity of bureaus 
and agencies, cach familiar with the 
Government’s needs on only a par- 
ticular class of products, it was said, 
that it takes manufacturers. days or 
weeks to discover what'is needed, and 
the specifications for these. To remedy 
this confused situation in_Washington, 
a number of Chambers .of erce or 
manufacturers’ interests have main- 
tained common agents in Washington to 
keep them: informed: of war needs, and 
to Mops: 3: the preséntation of their 

i ‘ 


This system is considered. entirel 
legal and proper, officials explained, al- 
tnough eventually they hope to make it 
possible’ for praducers :to deal: directly 
and personally with officers in charge 
of contracts, so that a larger element 
of personality may enter into business 
dealings between the Government and 
the manufacturers. 

In Congressional circles it was freely 
charged that the War Department's sys- 
tem of secret contracts might be largely 
responsible’ for the situation now de- 
veloped,’ and doubt was expressed 
whether the advantage of concealing the 
extent of the nation’s preparations from 
the enemy compensate for risking 
fraud in secret dealings. Many open- 
ly advocated’ the publication of bids 
and contracts.

The “cost plus” clause of contracts 
is not believed to be affected much by 
the contingent fee system. However, @& 
bill prohibiting the awarding of Gov- 
ernment: contracts on a ‘cost -plus 
basis or the payment of commissions for 
the letting of these contracts was intro- 
duced today in the Senate by Senator 
Poindexter and referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. 


Fees from 5 to 20 Per Cent. 


. The letters and documents containing 7 
proofs of an elaborate system of ob- 
taining Government contracts on the 


illegal contingent fee basis received by 
the Department of Justice from its 
agents who conducted the raids num- 
bered several thousand. 

The commissions paid on these con- 
tracts, it was disclosed, ranged from 5 
o 20 per cent., and the aggregate fees 
probably ran into millions of dollars. 
Evidence was discovered of. hundreds 
of contracts made under these arrange- 
ments heretofore unsuspected by the 
Department of Justice. 

In a letter sent by Attorney General 
Gregory to heads of. all Government 
departments. making war contracts, 
proposing .that. all future. contracts 
should ‘contain a clause pledging the 
manufacturer not to employ any third 
party in. negotiations with ..e Govern- 
ment. he said: 

‘* A situation which has arisen in the 
matter. of Government contracts seems 
to me to require summary action. Ow- 
ing to the tremendous increase in Gov- 
ernment business and the speed with 
which it- must be executed, some manu- 
facturers, because of ignoramce or mis- 
information, have thought it necessary 
to negotiate with the Government 
through contract brokers or contingent 
fee’ operators. It follows that the sys- 
tem requires a contractor in making his 
estimate to load his bids with the con- 
tingent fee item. The courts have uni- 
versally condemned the contingent fee 
contract. ‘The methods employed by te 
contingent fee operator are often insidi- 
ous and reprehensible, and in view vi 
the-fact that the average fee is 5 per 
cent. the resulting cost to the Govern- 
ment is very great. 

“As a means of breaking up. this prac- 
tice I have prepared the following form 
of covenants, which the resident re- 
quests shall. be inserted in all. Govern- 
ment contracts: 

The contractor expressly warrants that 
he has employed no third persons to solicit 
or obtain this contract in his behalf, nor 
to cause or procure the same tobe ob- 
tained upon compensation in any way con- 
tingent, in whole or in part, upon such 
procurement; and that he has not paid, or 
promised. or agreed to pay, to any third 
persons in consideration of such procure- 
ment or in compensation for services in 
connection therewith any brokerage, com- 
mission, or percentage upon the amount 
receivable by him hereunder; and that he 
has not, in estimating the contract price 
demanded by him, included any. sum by 
reason of any such brokerage, commission, 
or percentage, and that all moneys payable 
to him hereunder are free from obligation 
to any other persons for services rendereu ur 
supposed to have been rendered in the 
procurement of this>contract. He further 
agrees that any breach of this warranty 
shall constitute adequate cause for the 
annulment of this contract by the United 
States, and that the United States may 
retain to its own use from any sums due 
or to become due thereunder an amount’ 
equal to any brokerage, commission, or per- 
centage so paid or agreed to be paid. 

‘* Ags an.additional protection it is re- 
quested that your department adopt as 
a rezulation the following language, 
taken from Section 3,722, Page 730, Ke- 
vised Statutes,.as applied to the Navy 
Department: 

And ..no person shall 'be received as a 
contractor who is not a manufacturer of 
: or. regular dealer in the ‘articles which he 
offers t». supply, 

This wilysynchronize the action of offi- 
cials of your department with that of the 
contractor if prohibited by the iaw from 
transferring his contract or order, or any 
interest therein, to any other party. 

There is no ground for taking crim- 
inal action against manufacturers who 
had contingent fee agreements. Neither 
can commission agents prosecuted 
for accepting fees, although - in. many 
cases. “it iz demonstrat that -they 
worked with others in. a conspiracy. to 
violate the law ‘forbidding contingent 
fees and - genes of contracts, and 
consequently are liable to prosecution 
under conspiracy laws. ;

WROTE A WARNING 
AGAINST UNFIT BEER 


Letter Found in Armour Files 
Read at Federal Trade 
Inquiry.

COMPLAINED -OF QUALITY 


Superintendent Said, “1 Do Not 
Think It Ought to be Offered 


‘ to Our Armies.” 


A series of hearings into charges that 
certain big meat packers of the Cdurtry 
had supplied the army and. navy with 
considerable quantities of beef ‘ unfit 
for human ¢éonsumption’’ was begun 
by thé Federat Trade Commission in the 
Woolworth Building yesterday. E. B. 
Patterson, special examiner of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, conducted yes- 
terday’s hearing and took testimony on 
the charges as they related to specific 
lots of bad beef which Wilson & Co., 
the successor of Schwartzschild & Sulz- 
berger of Chicago, were alleged to have 
sold to the United States Government 
for the Pelham Bay training station, 
the troop transport Ceramic, and the 
Belgian relief ship Sanland. . 

H. Snowden Marshall, former United 


4 States District Attorney for New York, 


appeared as counsel for Wilson & Co., 
and William T. Chantland appeared as 
the Federal Trade Commission investi- 
gator. Most of the meat upon which 
testimony was taken belonged to a lot 
which Wilson & Co. purchased Inst 
February from Armour & Co. in Phila- 
deiphia and distributed to various sold 
storage houses, from which a certain 
amount of it was subsequently ‘alleged 
to have been taken out for navy and 
army transport uee. 

Mr. Chantland offered as evidence of 
the character of this meat a letter 
which was written by T. G. Lea, dis- 
trict superintendent of Armour: & Co. 
in Philadelphia, to another member of 
the Armour firm in Chicago cn Feb. 
23. This letter, which was «ubtained 
from the Armour files during the in- 
vestigations of Francis 8. Hency of the 
Federal Trade Commission, read as 
follows:

Dear Sir—Thig has been a very unsatis-

Even our kosher cars coming into Noble 
Street were off condition. Ninety per cent. 
of our beef unloaded this week was very 
Stale. Morrie and Wilson had just as much 
trouble ag we had. Swift got by with prac- 
tically no trouble at all. Possibly this 
trouble may partly be accounted for by the 
beef _— held a long time at the plant, 
while Swift had cara and waa able to keep 
closer up to date in hia shipments, 

Wilson froze quite alittle beef, some out 
of their own shipments and some they 
beught. They bought beef from us at 132 
North Delaware Avenue, that had been 
wiped up twiee before we sold it to them, 
They bagged it up and shipped it te New 
York for freezing. They bought beef from 
Arch Street that was so bad that we bathed | 
it in vinegar and a before we showed 
{t to them. I think this beef also was 
shipped to New York for freezing. 

I certainly do not know what they are 
going to do with this beef. I certainly 
ao not think beef in the condition they are 
buying ought to be exported or offered 
to our armies. Yours truly, T. G. LEE. 


Mr. Marshall, for the defense, ques- 
tioned the admissibility of the letter 
as evidence, when Mr. Chantfield called 
Lee to the stand to testify to the truth 
of the statements contained therein. 
According to Mr. Marshall the letter 
was based on hearsay, referring to con- 
ditions upon which no direct evidence 
was being offered. Examiner Patterson 
reserved his decision on the admissi- 
bility of the letter for the time and 
permitted the ‘prosecutor to question 


‘Lee on its contents. The latter there- 


upon testified that when he wrate the 
letter he did so in an informal way 
and without meaning in any way that 
the meat referred to was totally unfit 
for consumption. All he intended to 
convey in his letter, he said, was that 
the meat was ‘‘somewhat damp or 
stale, a condition which in the trade is 
always remedied by wiping and trim- 
ming away the moldy parts.” 

On cross-examination by Mr. Marshall 
he admitted that the claims against the 
railroad for deterioration of this meat 
in transportation from Sioux City to 
Philadelphia amounted to not more than 
$20.30, indicating, according to Mr. Mar- 
shall, that the’ meat could not have 
been. very much damaged at the time, 
inasmuch as the total shipment. was 
valued at $2,600. 

While all the witnesses called by the 

rosecution admitted that some of the 

Tilson & Co. beef which they had in- 
spected was moldy and damp, none was 
able to testify of his own knowledge 
that any meat that was unfit for human 
consumption was actually sold by Wil- 
son & Co. Among the witnesses who 
testified were Fred L. Meagher, a man- 
of Armour 

Co.; Joseph Lion, another Armour 
manager, and Thomas Connelly, an in- 
spector for the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry. Connelly made an inspecton of 
beef consigned to the Pelham Bay sta- 
tion. Of 5,800 pounds he accepted 5,000 

ounds and rejected 800. The rejected 
eef, he said, was. ‘“ smea and 
sweaty,’’ not up to navy regulations, 
de not necessarily unfit for consump- 
on. 

_Lieutenant Edward Lapley of the Vet- 
erinary Corps of the United States Army 
attached to Camp Mills tes‘ified to iwo 
boxes of beef which he inspected last 
December in the plant of the Merchants’ 
Ice and Cold Storage Company at San 
Antonio, Texas. He_ said the com- 
manding General had heard of a Mess 
Sergeant purchasing spoiled beef at the 
storage house, and had ordered him and 
others to make an inspection. In the 
storage house, Lieutenant Lapley said, 
they found a box of beef kidneys and a 
barrel of beef hearts, which were 
** putrid,” and had to be destroyed. 
Both items, he declared, appeared to be- 
long to Wilson & Co, According to coun- 
sel for Wilson & Co., however, this beef 


‘| belonged to an old consignment which 


had long been ‘ost and overlooked. 

In g@ statement issued last night, Wil- 
son & Co. call attention to the fact 
that the present investigation is bet 
made in response to its own demand for 
an immediate hearing, so that charges 
could be cleared up at once.

Advocates Peace Terms. Insuring 
Raw Materials on Basis of 
191% Imports. 


AMSTERDAM, June 18, (Associated 
Press.)—The Hamburger Nachrichten, 
a copy of which has been received here, 
contains an amplification of the speech 
of Albert Ballin, rector General of 
the Hamburg-Amerjican Steamship Line, 
at the recent meeting in Hamburg of a 
large number of members of the Reichs- 
tag, held to discuss the rebuilding of 
the German economic system after the 
war, which resolved itself into a dem- 
onstration by the Hamburg shipping in- 
terests in favor of free as against State 
control of trade and shipping. 

Herr Ballin is quoted as having said 
that Hamburg had suffered more’ than 
any German city from war burdens, yet 
it would be the task of Hamburg and 
Bremen to repave the -road for Ger- 
many’s world trade and Commerce. - 

“But on your part,”’ he exclaimed al- 
most threateningly, ‘‘ take care that we 
shall not be strangled by having a 
nooge placed around our necks. See to 
it that no more dangerous play is made 
with the carrying on of-national eco- 
nomy and world economy by the Bar- 
rack Square method. 

‘* Give us light, air, and liberty. Then 
we shall mtr out our task. I fail to 
understand why 


which, in an unexampled short period, 
by restless imdustry, energy, and in- 
telligence, has pilea up the huge na- 
tional wealth which has become one of 
Aur most powerful weapons 

‘And yet it is proposed to build up 
again pre-war conditions by means of 
coercion. When our men come_ home 
they must be placed. inthe position to 
unfold again their free productive ac- 
tivities; they must not be made de- 
pendent on one central authority. 

“ Already today clandestine traffic in 
business and monopolies is conducted, I 
am firmly convinced that the policy go- 
ing on under the name of ‘ transitionary 
economic policy’ is the wrong: policy. 
It paves the way for commercial war 
after the war. 

““We need a double-bottomed peace. 
If we insist on compulsion, then we can- 
not exact freedom from our opponents. 
We cannot simultaneously fight for free- 
dom of the seas and place a barrier be- 
fore Central Europe. The only peace we 
have use for is a peace that re-estab- 
lishes the free play of activity. . 

“It must be the unalterable demand 
of our peace negotiators that immedi- 
ately after the war raw materials and 
foodstuffs available overseas for ex- 
port shall be allotted to single countries 
in proportion to their imports of 1913, 
under equal onditions, and that ade- 
quate saf ards. be created: for full 
equality in the world’s traffic. That on 
these points a certain amount of State 
supervision ts required I do not deny; 
but everything beyond that is evil. 

“If we are told today that the tran- 


sitory period will last three years, and’ 


the thousand and one war organizations 
are to be es going all the time in slow 
transition, can only warn against it 
most emphatically, for then we shall 
have to look forward to many more 
years of war.’’ ‘ 

The Berlin Vorwirts, the German 
Socialist organ, rails at Herr Ballin’s 
speech as “the rage of the incarnate 
capitalist at the hated state of Social- 
ism,’’ and adds:\ 

‘We, on the contrary, expect from 
the Reichstag, that it will not permit 
itself to be .humbugged by the tirades 
of the money-grabbing manager of the 
Hamburg-American Line.”’

Jeremiah A. O'Leary, the Sinn Fein 
agitator, and founder and editor of the 
suppressed ‘anti-British and pro-German 
Ryblication which was known as Rul. 
arrived in New York yesterday morning 
inthe custody. of agents of the Depart- 
ment of Justice and an hour later was 
erraigned before Judge Learned Hand 
of an indictment which names him 
aS one of seven defendants, two of 
them German spies, who entered into a 
conspiracy to commit treason against 
the United States. O’Leary,,.who fled 
from New York on May 7 last, follow- 
img. the arrest of Licut. Commander 
Karl Rodiger and. Mme. Marie K. Vic- 
torica, the accused ‘German spies, with 
whom he is charged with having con- 
aspired to aid Germany, was not the de- 
fignt ‘‘Jerry’’ O'Leary of other days 
when he faced Judge Hand to listen to 
the reading of an indictment which may 
send: him to the gallows as a traitor to 
his country. 

The courtroom was crowded when 
O'Leary, looking to be in the pink of 

condition but. apparently in 
deep mental trouble, was brought in 
by two agents of the Department of 
Justice. He had arrived on the Man- 
hattan Limited from Chicago shortly 
after 9 A. M. and was- immediately 
taken to the office of Charles W. De 
Woody, Chief of the Department of 
Justice Secret Service, in the Park Row 
Building. It was 10 o’clock when 
O’Leary arrived at the office of Chief 
Dé Woody. For a few minutes he saw 
the reporters and was asked many but 
answered very few questious. 

O'Leary said that until his arrival he 
dia not know that his brother, John, 
was on trial, charged with being con- 
cerned in a conspiracy the purpose of 
which was to speed him out of the 
jurisdiction of the American courts. He 
declined to say whether or not he would 
appear as a witness for his brother. He 
refused to discuss his own case, neither 
woul@ he reply to questions which con- 
cerned his movements since he fled 
from New York six weeks ago today. 

A few minutes before 11 o'clock 
O'Leary was arraigned in the criminal 
branch of the Federal Distriat Court.. 
He was not represented by counsel, his 
lawyer, Colonel Thomas B. Felder, hav- 
ing withdrawn from the case, In the 
crowd that packed the courtroom it 
was noted that none of the local Sinn 
Fein leaders who have applauded the 
utterances of O’Leary in the past and 
who, like him, have been outsponkenly 
pro-German in their views was-in court 
toigreet him nor did any of them send 
even a cheering word to theiz former 
comrade. . 

O'Leary Hangs Hig Head. . 

The case of an Italian charged with 
selling intoxicating liquors to soldiers 
in uniform was in progress when 
O’Leary was brought before Judge 
Hand. That case was immediately ad- 
Journed for an hour, and, turning to} 
William Leary, Clerk of the District 
Court, Judge Hand instructed him to 
read the treason indictment on which | 
O’Leary was arraigned. An extra copy 
of the document was handed to O’Leary. 
The reading of the indictment required 
about thirty minutes. For a_ while 
O’Leary followed the. reading of the 
indictment, 
Leary was half through. 
sages in the indictment which charged 
him with being concerned in plots di- 


rected not only against England but | 


also against the United States, O/Leary 
followed intently. Now and then he 
hung his heag as if in realization of the 
enormity of the charge lodged against | ;

O’Leary did not break down. It may

Every eye in the courtroom was fo- 
cused on the tall young man who stood 
rigid. before Judge Hand. Not @ enge did 
O’Leary laok around. His two yONns 
sisters tiptoed into the room, but he did 
not see them. Other members of the 
family, who were in an adjo g yoom, 
did not appear in court during the pro- 
ceedings.

A STATIONARY DRIVE.

Why this humane consideration for 
the Irish and inhuman cruelty for the 
Dutch? The Berlin Government may 
be seeking a pretext for the invasion 
of Holland, the seizure of railways 
and canals, and the establishment of 
new submarine bases to replace those 
recently made useless by the British 
Navy. If the maddened fishermen 
had lynched interned German avi- 
ators at Ymuiden, the lawléss act 
might have served Germany’s pur- 
pose, Many in Holland expect in- 
vasion. But Berlin evidently still 
hopes to be assisted by revolt in Ire- 
land, and so there must be no shrap- 
nel for Irish fishermen in lifeboats. 
Their safety must be assured by the. 
marauding submarine, and they must 
be sent to the shore with a message 
But the U-boat com- 
mander invited failure by not going 
far enough. .For sinking, $40,000 
worth of fishing smacks his courtesy 
was not sufficient compensation. He 
should have paid for them. 

THE KAISER CONGRATULATES 
HIMSELF. 

Replying to a telegram of congratu- 
lations from Chancellor von HERTLING, 
on the thirtieth anniversary of his ac- 
cession, the Kaiser says: 

When I celebrated my twenty-five- 
year jubilee as ruler, I was able, with 
special gratitude, to point out that I 
had been able to do my work as a 
prince of peace. 

Doubtless, the Kaiser’s special 

gratitude ” is given, as usual, to him- 
self. At the beginning of his reign, in 
1888, he promised to lead Germany to 
a new future. After he had dismissed 
BismakcK, in 1890, he “ steered the 
ship of State over a new course,” as 
he promised. He abandoned Bis- 
MARCK’s foreign policy. He threw 
away the Reinsurance Treaty and 
drove Russia into the arms of France. 
BisMABCK had regarded England as 
“an old and traditional ally.” In 
spite of various sporadic coquettings 
and wabblings, WILHELM II. followed 
the militarists who regarded her as a 
decadent nation and the natural foe 
of Germany. 
BrsMARCK considered “it an exag- 
“geration for Germany to compete 
“with the French or the English 
“Navy.” In 1900 the German Gov- 
ernment in the preamble to a gigantic 
Navy bill declared that “ Germany 
“ requires a fleet of such strength that 
“a war with the mightiest naval Pow- 
“er would -involve risks jeopardizing 
“the supremacy of that Power.” The 
army and the navy were strengthened 
enormously. The Emperor went about 
with a chip on his shoulder, boasting 
and threatening,. picking quarrels ev- 
erywhere, with Great Britain and with 
the United States as well as with his 
neighbors, sticking a finger in every 
pie, producing crisis after crisis. In 
his jubilee year of 1913, everything 
had been prepared for the deliberately 
willed and planned war. The only 
question was when “ the day ” should 
come, when the weakness of her ene- 
mies and her own culmination of 
strength should give Germany the best 
opportunity. Thirteen years before 
that, the Koloniale Zeitschrift said: 

The old century saw a German Eu- 
rope. The new one shall see a German 
world, 

When WILHELM II. came to the 
throne, Germany had in Europe a 
position of superiority which might 
have been borne if, as BisMARCK sald, 
she had weakened the bad feeling 
against her “by the honorable and 
peaceful use” of her influence. She 
made neither an honorable nor a 
peaceful use of that influence. Dis- 
honorably, she plotted and plunged 
into the war. 

“ Since then (1913) the world pict- 
ure has changed,” the Kaiser tells the 
Chancellor. Yes, where is that Ger- 
many’ whose industrious and commer- 
cial expansion had been so marvelous, 
whose mighty commercial fleet was 
plying to every port in the world? 
Where is,that Germany whose scholar- 
ship, whose science, whose material 
achievements grafted on a past en- 
deared\to the world by illustrious in- 
tellects, had made her respected, a 
metropolis of learning and commerce, 
as we ignorantly supposed, a centre of 
civilization. Her ships have been 
driven from the seas. The great for- 
eign trade that she built up so intel- 
ligently and laboriously is gone. She 
is abhorred by civilized mankind. She 
has committed such horrors on hor- 
rors that it must be long, evén after 
peace, before she will cease to be re- 
garded as a pariah with whom inter- 
national intercourse is loathsome. She 
had everything, and she has thrown it 
away in her passion to rule the world. 
This is what “ Prussian militarism ”

What could be more ludicrdus than 
the asseveration of one sheet that 
“our submarines are delivering deci- 
“sive blows to French ‘hopes by 
“ checking the delivery of American 
“ soldiers and supplies "! With such 
fustian stuff is the courage of the 
sorely tried civilian population kept 
up. But, after all, does it have that 
effect? Between the lines may be read 
the consciousness of the writers ‘that, 
while the censor is heeded, they are 
imposing upon no one except, per- 
haps, the aged and the half-witted. 
The war has gone on for nearly four 
years, and it is no longer easy to de- 
ceive a distressed and disillusionized 
people. Many of them—the number 
is legion~have had friends and rela- 
tives in the United States; others have 
lived in this country; and they are not 
altogether ignorant of the naval re- 
sources of America. It must be gen- 
erally: known throughout Germany 
that the U-boats have never checked 
the transportation of British: and Ca- 
nadian troops to France, and it would 
therefore seem to be a waste of print- 
er’s ink to endeavor to persuade the 
German people that the “ delivery ” of 
American troops is seriously interfered 
with by all that the Admiralty can do. 
What a dismal, blood-and-thunder 
threat it is to say that the German 
submarines on the other side of the 
Atlantic “ will make the marrow in 
WILson’s blood run cold”! There is 
foolish talk of shelling cities, a game 
which the Germans never found worth 
while on the Kent or Yorkshire coast, 
where many towns come down ‘to the 
sea; and there is a dreadful hint of 
havoc from the air. 

The German press bullies will find 
themselves answered by a Swiss paper, 
the National Zeitung of Basle, which 
takes an intelligent view of the ill- 
advised adventure in the western At- 
lantic. ‘ The submarine campaign on 
the American coast,” it says, “ will, 
“like all other similar undertakings, 
“end with disappointment on the part 
“ of, the originators. American hatred 
“will be increased, and the war 
“ against Germany will now become a 
“matter of personal importance for 
“every American.” To such an ex- 
tent, indeed, that pockets are being 
emptied and bank balances raided to 
swell Red Cross receipts and to buy 
Liberty bonds and War Stamps until, 
to use the phrase of the hour, it 
“ hurts.” 


MR. OWEN ON THE SUPREME 
COURT. 

Senator Owen of Oklahoma has of- 
fered this amendment to the bill, de- 
clared unconstitutional by the, Su- 
preme Court, to prevent interstate 
commerce in the products of child 
labor: 


The constitutionality of this act hav- 
ing been declared by the competent 
authority of Congress and of the Presi- 
dent of the United States at the time of 
its passage, shall only be questioned 
thereafter by the Congress itself and 
the people of the United States in their 
sovereign capacity of voters. Any 
executive or judicial officer who in his 
official capacity denies the constitu- 
tionality of this act shall ipso facto 
vacate his office. No Judge of an in- 
ferior Federal court shall permit the 
question of the constitutionality of 
this act to be raised in the court over 

which he presides, ‘and ‘the United 
States Supreme Court shall have no 
appellate ee to pass upon such 
question.

These learned Judges who have de- 
clared. this act of Congress uncon- 
stitutional have merely .followed the 
unwarranted, the unjust, and unsound 
precedent set by JoHN MarsHALL in the’ 
petty case of MARBURY vs. MADISON, 
when he had the temerity to exercise 
‘the veto over Congress, as the First 
‘Judge on the bench to declare an act 
of Congress unconstitutional. JouHN 
MARBHALL’s decision was absolutely 
wrong and contrary to the history 
and spirit of the law, and was a 
piece of judicial usurpation which was 
not followed by the Supreme Court of 
the United. States in a single case for 
fifty years until the fatal case of 
Drép Scorr. 

When the Congress. of the United 
States passes’ upon a question and de- 
clares it constitutional, it is the high- 
est competent authority in this Re- 
public. 

I should like to dissent further from 
the idea that three branches of the 
Government were established. There 
were established only two branches of 
the Government. One was the Execu-. 


tive and the other was the Legislative. :. 


The people would. néver be hasty, 
unjust, or tyrannical. Only minorities 
are tyrannical. 

A wise Judge, I think, would be quite 
justified, under existing statutes, in de-

gress having declared an act unconsti- 
tutional, the conclusive presumption 
arises that the act is constitutional, 
that matter having been settled by 
competent authority, but since some 
Judges have not had the wisdom to do 
this, it remains for Congress to re- 
move from such Judgés the émbar- 
rassing situation in which such Judges 
find themselves when confronted with 
the conception of his [sic] own inter- 
pretation of the Constitutfon on‘ the 
one side as against the interpretation 
of the Constitution by Congress and by 
the President and by the Attorney

Some of the States have imitated the 
bad example of JOHN MARSHALL. 
' We have plucked these flowers,. a 
few of many, from Mr. OwEn’s speech. 
To read it, to reproduce even these 
few specimens of his theory of the 
Constitution makes criticism unnec- 
essary. The reader can but wonder 
if Senator OwEN, as he speeds further 
and more freely along the path of 
constitutional interpretation, may not 
arrive at the conclusion that only one 
branch of the Government, the Legis- 
lative, was established by the Consti- 
tution. Meanwhile, let our thoughts 
dwell mournfully upon the’ wicked- 
ness, injustice, unsoundness, and ha- 
bitual unconstitutional doctrines of 
poor old JOHN MARSHALL; upon the 
presumption of the Supreme Court; 
upon the infallible wisdom of the Con- 
gress, as Mr. OwEN sees it. There is 
much jejune talk about “the guar- 
antees of the Constitution.” What is 
the need of guarantees? What is the 
need of a Supreme Court, State or na- 
tional? Shall not the-lawmakers, Con- 
gress and the Legislatures, be the best 
judges of their own work? 








THE ACCEPTANCE’ CONFERENCE. 

Some of the leading bankers and 
traders of the United States met at 
Chicago on Monday to promote inter- 
est.in the use of acceptances in settle- 
ment of accounts usually carried in 
traders’ books. The necessity of such 
action is evidenced by the action of 
the National Wholesale Grocers’ As- 
sociation in resolving that acceptances 
were undesirable in their trade. The 
argument was that acceptances would 
lengthen terms of credit, increase 
credit risks, destroy cash discount ad- 
vantages, and complicate settlements 
in the trade. That represents current 
opinion among those who regard the 
acceptance system as something for 
the benefit of bankers, or high 
finance, such as the American Cotton 
Acceptance Corporation, just organ- 
ized to improve the methods of mar- 
keting the cotton crop. The trouble 
with most of the arguments in favor 
of acceptances is that they shoot over 
the heads of those to whom they are 
addressed. 

“That cannot be said of the commu- 
nication in another column putting 
into the simplest form the benefit of 
the acceptance system to the smallest 
trader as well as,to the largest. No 
man who means pay his bills when 
due, according to the terms of the sale, 
should have the least hesitation in 
giving an acceptance. It costs him 
nothing, and benefits the other party 
to the business. If all did the same, it 
would increase the velocity with which 
money passes from hand to hand, and 
thus reduce the necessity of creating 
more money for the same work.. There 
always should be money enough, and 
there never should be too much money. 
When we had a bond-secured cur- 
rency there was constant fear in both 
directions. Alternately, there was fear 
that there would not be money or 
credit enough for the transaction of 
business, and then again there was 
anxiety lest the increase of money for 
increase of trade could not be reduced 
when trade shrank. Acceptances help 
in both directidns. They increase 
when trade is brisk, and they shrink 
when trade shrinks, running off nat- 
urally according to their terms, and 
without ‘interference with a natural 
course of: business. 

Prominent among the speakers at 
Chicago was Mr. Paut WaRsuRG of the 
Federal. Reserve Bank. His address 
was marked with his customary au- 
thority and: lucidity, but one passage 
may be specified as setting against 
each other contradictory comments 
upon the acceptance system. An ac- 
ceptance is neater indorsed note. It

drawn into dealing in fictitious accom- 
modation paper, purporting to be ac- 
ceptances in the: r course of 
trade. This accusation of misuse and 
danger in giving or taking acceptances 
is contradictory to the other view that 
acceptances are @ first lien on what 
otherwise would havé been a mere ac- 
count receivable, and that, in case of 
the bankruptcy of the drawer of the 
acceptance, the holder of the accept- 
ance would rank equally with unse- 
cured) noteholders as general creditor 
for any part of the unpaid acceptance. 
Both these views cannot be correct. 
The former view is that of those who 
dislike what they know little about 
and are unwilling to learn. The latter 
view is. that. of the best-informed 
bankers, and a¢cords with the busi- 
ness practice of those from whom we 
borrowed the Federal Reserve system, 
to our immense advantage.

A War Book ural, “Men in War,” 
; to Please the translation into 

the Pacifists. English of a book by 

ANbDREAS LATZKO, an 
Austrian, continues to win much praise. 
As 1s also entirely natural, all of the com- 
mendation—except a little. by people 
who demand only “art” in a book, and 
are indifferent to its purpose or influ- 
ence—comes from .our pacifist class in 
its several. variants, which include So- 
cialists of the sort that approve of the. 
July platform, our. Bolsheviki and our 
‘conscientious objectors.” ‘‘Men in 
War” is also lauded by our pro-Ger- 
mans, not, of course, because they agree 
with its presentation of militarism, but 
because, so far as the book has any 
effect at all in the countries fighting 
Germany, it will tend to weaken their 
morale by frightening the timid and mis- 
leading the unintelligent. 

Several admirers of LatzKo’s work 
have declared it the equal of “‘ Under 
Fire” and a worthy companion of that 
pacifistical production of a French Bol- 
shevik. They are right. The two books 
go well together, for the author of each 
does in his own way, the one realisti- 
cally and the other romantically, rather 
better than well exactly what he set 
out to do, and both had the same ob- 
ject. That object was to spread and 
confirm the gross untruth that war is an 
abstract thing, utterly bad in itself, and 
never carried on by anybody who is not’ 
a monster of rapacity and cruelty, or 
the deluded or coerced victims of such 
monsters. 

In nelther of the two books is there 
a hint of the possibility that in this 
war one side is wrong and one right— 
that France, Great Britain, Italy, and 
the United States have any better or 
higher reason than Germany and Aus- 
tria for-sending men into battle—that 
all the soldiers are not driven cattle, 
murdered in what Latzko calls “a duel 
of munition makers.” ‘The Austrian 
deals with soldiers of a somewhat high- 
er ‘social grade than does the French- 
man, but to gain his sensational effects 
he uses the same cheap expedient of 
minutely describing the decomposition 
of the dead and the mutilation of the 
living. 

And this, he says and expects his read- 
ers to believe, is war—all of it! Vicious 
unveracity could not go further, as is 
known to' évérybody who has read ‘the 
books, heard. the addresses or listened 
to the talk of soldiers who, though 
familiar with all the horrors and hard- 
ships of war, yet regard their participa- 
tion in it the highest of human privi- 
leges, the noblest of human services. 


An excellent idea, 
Humanizing certainly, is that of 
Really Secretary and Direc- 
tor General McApoo 
Is Needed. as to the wisdom of 
‘“‘humanizing’’ the railways of the 
country. Those corporations have 
seemed in the past to be rather notably 
‘‘soulless,’’ and all to exemplify in 
greater or less degree the attitude 
toward the public which once was—or 
wasn’t—expressed with brevity and 
force in a historic phrase too well 
known to require present quoting. For 
some years before the war, however, 
the rulers of railways seemed to be 
trying, not altogether without success, 
to reform both their manners and their 
methods. 

In part—perhaps in large part—this 
reform was compulsory, and therefore 
not particularly meritorious in the eyes 
of moralists, but in part, too, it was 
apparently due to a real change of 
heart in railway circles both high and 
low. The old asperities were softening 
little by little, courtesy was inculcated 
av a virtue profitable as well as ad- 
mirable, and there was an obvious seek- 
ing for popular favor by the granting 
of small favors and concessions. 

Curiously enough, as soon as the rail- 
ways were taken over by the Govern- 
ment and came under the management 
of the very man who now purposes that 
they be ‘‘ humanized,’’ there was no 
more evidence. of this mollification. On 
the contrary, rules then were increased 
in number and rigidity, the convenience 
of travelers and. shippers was more 
sternly subordinated to that of the 
operating staffs, and too many of the 
railway employes with whom the public 
came in contact suddenly acquired the 
h}curt and haughty tone characteristic of 
most holders of small departmental 
places, municipal and Federal alike. It 
was in the ticket offices that this 
acerbity was most frequently met; the 
conductors and other trainmen have 
usually retained whatever of urbanity 
they had acquired in the reformative 
period. 

Secretary McApoo cannot begin his 
humanizing process too soon—cannot, 
that is, if he wants to decrease the 
public’s yearning for a return to the 
private and competitive management of 
railways. We are all willing to pay, or 
are at least resigned to paying, higher 
prices for tickets, because we can see 
the reason for it, but when the sale 
and use of the tickets are surrounded 
by restrictions and regulations the only 
imaginable effect of which is to irritate 
and inconvenience the patrons of the 
railways, Government operation suffers 
in public esteem.

TRADE ACCEPTANCES. 


A Simple Explanation of Their Use 
and Value. 


To the Cditor of The New York Timea: 

An important merchant in this city, 
on being asked last ,week .whether. he 
would be willing to close his. account 
with a trade acceptance, answered, 
“The account isn’t due,” not realizing 


that this was the very reason why an. 


acceptance. was. desired. 
Notwithstanding the fact that 
since we entered the war the Governors 
of the Federal Reserve Bank and oth- 
ers have. urged) the free use of trade 
acceptances, even the: meaning of the 
term is still not understood by the vast 


‘body of merchants of: the United States. 


In England and in other foreign coun- 
tries it has for -years been customary 
to close business transactions in this 
way. 

After the purchaser has had an op: 
portunity to examine his goods and see 
that they are satisfactory, he accepts 


a draft upon himself drawn by the sell-. 


er and made .payable at the date of 
maturity of the bill. This draft is then 
indorsed by the seller, and with such 
indorsement is discounted in bank and 
the proceeds placed to the credit of the 
seller. By the provisions of the law 
establishing the Federal Reserve Bank, | 
it is authorized to rediscount from mem- 
ber banks such acceptances, having a 
period of not more than ninety days to 
run. The consequence is that the seller 
of the merchandise fobtains his money 
promptly from the Bank, and the bank 
obtains its money promptly by redis- 
counting with the Federal Reserve 
Bank. 

To illustrate: Jones buys of Smith 
on June 12, 1918, a bill of goods. amount- 
ing to $10,000 on three months’ time. 
In the ordinary course of events Smith 
would not get his money until Sept. 12. 
If, however, Jones is willing to give a 
trade acceptance, Smith indorses the 
acceptance, discounts it in bank, and 
has immediately available the $10,000 less 
the amount of discount, the bank in 
turn rediscounting the acceptance with 
the Federal Reserve Bank. 

In this way the account of Jones, 
which would have been carried on 
Smith’s books for three months, is im- 
mediately converted into cash and Smith 
is thereby put in possession of funds to 
enable him to carry on his business. 
Jones, on the other hand, is not in the 
slightest degree ‘incommoded, his accep- 
tance is due on Sept. 12, precisely the 
time when his open account would have 
been due. He is not galled upon to pay 
the bill one day earlier then he would 
have been, nor is he subjected to a dol- 
lar of expense in connection with the 
transaction. 

At the present time when, by reason of 
rapidly mounting prices and the ih- 
creased cost of doing business, the finan- 
cial demands upon merchants are ex- 
traordinary, the situation is further com- 
plicated by-the necessity of’ providing 
large sums for the purchase of Liberty 
bonds and to pay excess profits and'in- 
come taxes. In almost every business, 
excess profits are not to be found in 
the shape of cash, but are in increased 
plant or augmented stock. 

It, therefore, becomes more than ever 
important that ready means of lquida- 
tion be provided so that the necessary 
sums of money can be found without too 
severe a strain upon credit facilities. In 
such emergency, the provision. of the 
trade acceptance is particularly valu- 
able and merchants throughout the coun- 
try ought to feel it an obligation to help 
decrease the strain by giving such ac- 
ceptances for their purchases. Thus they 
will not only assist those from whom 
they buy to place their affairs upon a 
sound footing, but they will also free 
for the purposes of the Government vast 
sums of money which will not otherwise 
be available. READER,

TELLS OF YALE’S WAR WORK 


Norn napenec rome regen ‘ 
President Hadley informe Alumni 
Few ‘Students Are Left. 


~NEW HAVEN, June 18.—To. the 
alumni of Yale University at its com- 
mencement gathering today President 
Hadley spoke of the life and work of 
the institution. in wartimes. ‘‘A year 
ago the campus was full of students in 
uniform ready for. service,” he said. 
‘Now it: is empty, for the students 
have gone., The Alumni Fund had met 
the expected deficit and Yale's first bat- 
tle of the war is won.” 

President Hadley said the war prob- 
lem was to keep up traditions and in- 
sgpirations.. There were fewer teachers, 
many of the best had been called, and 
the student loss is 40 per cent. Ath- 
letics dropped.to a secondary place. In 
detail the President told the story of 


the. war. The danger of loss of old-. 
time college spirit has been overcome, 


he said. - 

The policy as to academic credits to 
men who have gone into service was 
outlined.. A student who has completed 
his junior -year or half: his scientific 
school course will be credited half a 
year if he returns, “Any such man dy- 
ing in service will receive the bachelor 
degree honoris. causa at the next fol- 
lowing commencement. 

‘“‘The war,” President Hadley con- 
tinued, ‘‘has thus far, proved on the 
whole a source of strength rather than 
weakness to the college. For the first 
time in many years it has had a domi- 
nant motive that it could set before its 
students; a motive which, in spite of fre- 
quent difficulties and occasional back- 
slidings, took hold of the student body 
as a whole. 

“Not only Go the students feel that 
they are engaged in a work of prepara- 
tion; they have gone far enough to see 
that they have accomplished something. 
They no longer have to take the word 
of their instructors that the curriculum 
of the Yale Field Artillery School, or the 
somewhat more elastic course of the 
Yale Naval Training Unit, will prepare 
them for service. They have visible 
signs before them that it does prepare 
them. Seventy line commissions in\ the 
navy out of seventy-one men sent up by 
Yale is a visible and tangible. olject 
lesson to those who stay at home as to 
the direct connection between what they 
do here and what they will be able to 
do afterward.”’

10 SHIPS ON FOURTH 


Number Certainly Will Reach’. “ 
‘55, and Workers Are Bending 
Every Effort to Increase It. 


TERMED ‘GRANDEST SPLASH’ — 


Shipyarde on All Our Coasts Will 
Participate, and Tonnage Exceed- 
™ Ing 100,000 Will Be Floated. 


Special to The New York Timea, 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Reports rev 
ceived by the Emergency Fleet Cor- 
poration indicate that. not fewer than 
fifty-five ships and possibly as many 
as seventy will be launched at American 
yards on July 4. Workmen in all 
yards are putting forth their best 9f+ 
forts, it was announced, to complete 
hulls on scheduled time: ‘The provisa’ 
has been made, however, that no ships 
are to be held back In order to launch 
them on the Fourth of July, as the 
Fleet Corporation is anxious to estab- 
lish a new production record for June 
if possible, 

A statement authorized by the Fleet 
Corporation and issued today read: 

“Last week an inquiry was sent ta 
the shipyards asking how many vesse]s 
would be ready for launching on the 
Fourth. Not all have responded, but 
it is indicated that probably fifty-five 
hulls at least will go into the water on 
that date. 

“July Fourth will see the grandest 
splaSh ever known in American waters. 
At a conservative estimate more than 
100,000 tons of new shipping will take 
to its natural element. (Berlin papers 
please copy.) , 

‘‘Shipyards on the Atlantic, Pacific, 
Gulf, and Great Lakes are in the race. 
Some are putting extra gangs at work 
to finish hulls on time: some are work- * 
ings three shifts, seven days a week. 
The crews have taken hold of the idea 
with enthusiasm.

A further indication of the rapid prog- 

ress made in new construction’ was con- 
tained in a statement that.a total of 
sixty-seven wooden ships, with an ag- 
gregate tonnage of 242,200, had been 
added to the merchant marine up to 
June 1. Twenty-two of these vessels 
are of the Hough design, twenty-eight 
of the Ferris type, and sixteen of the. 
Emergency Fleet Corporation’s design. 
- The majority of these wooden ships 
are of 3,500 tons each. The largest was 
a 4;700-tonner, the Bonham, built by the 
National Shipbuilding Company at 
Orange, Texas.

‘OF RED CROSS WOOL 


Army to be Served First and 
Chapters to Buy No Mere 
Yarn in Open Market. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June i18.—The War 
Industries Board has ruled that while 
the. military needs of. the nation must 
first be served in the distribution of 
wool, of which there is_a_ threatened 
shortage in the uniform manufacturing 
trade, the Red Cross shall have second 


place-on the “‘ preference ’’ list, and will 
oe supplied: before purely civilian re- 
,duirements are. considered. , 

There has been much discussion about 
the wool supply for the Red Cross, and 
it was determined today Be gr a for- 
mal announcement so at. all mis- 
understandings might -be ended. . The 
various chapters of the Red Crosg will 
hereafter stop buying in the open mar- 
ket and make requisitions upon their 
divisional headquarters. 

The statement by the 
Board read: ; 

** Stringent methods for the conserva- 
tion of raw wool for military: purposes 
have become so necessary that a confer- 
erice was called between representatives 
of the Wool Commodities Section of the 
War Industries Board and the American 
Red Cross. At the close of the confer- 
ence the following statement was al- 
thorized: a 

““* It is obvious that ,the first allot- 
ment of this wool must. go to the mili- 
tary requirements of ‘the. Government 
and that -any surplus remaining will 
first be used for filling the requirements 
of the American ross, as next in 
importance to the prosecution of* he 
war. ‘ 

““* Tn view of the uncertainty in ocean 
shipping it cannot be definitely known 
at this time as to what amount of wool, 
if any, will be available for Red Cross 
bed ager after the original militar 
needs of the Government are satisfied. 
It fs believed, however, that unless. un- 
foreseen conditions arise, .a.-moderate 
quantiy af wool will be available for. 
the Red Cross. 

“ «Furthermore, in view of the prob- 
able scarcity of wool it js earnestly de- 
sired that the use of wool yarns for non- 
essential purposes be discourdged 
every possible manner. i 

‘““« The War Industries Board will hold 
the Department of Bupplise at National 
Headquarters of the Red Cross strictly 
respunsible for the release of any wool 
required by tanufacturers for Red 
Cross purposes. The Red Cross is re- 
quired to adopt‘a standard that will go 
furthest in supplying a good quality-of 
worsted yarn suitable for war purposes. 
All contracts for this yarn must be made 
by the Degartniant of Supplies at Na- 
tional Headquarters, for which the nec- 
essary wool will be released, on order 
from the Department of Supplies, by the 
War Industries Board, as fast as it is 
obtainable in excess of the necessary re- 
quirements of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment. 

‘** The Red Cross will place these _or- 
ders for yarn to be delivered to the Red 
Cross divisions as fast‘as the Bureau of 
Development at National Headquarters 
advises the number of articles the chap- 
ters at each division will be required to 
make.’ . ;

The custom of independent buying has 
resulted in chapters bidding against each 
other and thereby raising. the price of 
yarn in some instances to exorbitant 
figures, 

‘“* Chapters can secure their yarn only 
upon specifie requisition through ‘their 
divisional headquarters. To preclude the 
keeping of yarn at home by individuals, 
all wool must be accounted for.in fin- 
ished garments after each issue. This 
move will take all yarn in the-army and 
navy colors’ from the public market so 
that none can be purchased and.made up 
by individuals into gifts. This will stop 
the overlapping of efforts, so that a 
soldier or sailor receiving garments from 
the Red Cross will not also receive from 
one to a dozen’ duplicate garments as 
personal gifts.”’

The employment of women has re- 
leased from twelve to fifteen men for 
war. work. It was said that the women 
are proving satisfactory, and it is: ex- 
pected that other clubs will follow the 
example of the Union Club. It is known 
that the Racquet and Tennis Club, the 
University Club, the Union League Club, 
and the Knickerbocker Club officials 
have taken up the matter, and,. because 
of war conditions, it is believed that 
these. organizations may soon find. it 
necessary to employ women. 

As far as is Known. the Union Club 
is the first uptown club to use wait- 
resses in the dining room.

‘Woman Asserts Plans Were to Have

Three mem, one of them a German 
alien, who are charged with having in 
their possession blue prints of the heavy 
water-cooled Browning machine gun, 
the Liberty motor, French airplanes,

Thrift Drive Seeks That Number 
to Respond to the Presi- 
dent's Appeal. 





500 SOCIETIES ORGANIZED 





Special Committees Formed to Can- 
vass Foreign Colonies in Their 
Native Languages. 





The war savings drive now in progress 
under the joint auspices of the War Sav- 
ingy and Liberty Loan Committee swung 
inte its initial stride yesterday with a 
movement to get 2,000,000 registered war 
savers by. June 28. Frederick W. Allen, 
Director of the War Savings Committee 
of New York, declared that such a 
movement would fulfill the essential 
purposes of the campaign in that it 
would bring the thrift campaign home 
to the masses of the people, enabling 
the middle class and the poor to take as 
vital a part as the rich in the strength- 
ening of the country’s war activities. 

“The real object of this drive,’’ said 
Mr. Allen, ‘‘ ia to enlist the entire popu- 
lation in the Army of Savers, and the 
definite object is to secure a mimimum 
of 2,000,000 registered war savers in New 
York City, either through membership 
in war saving societies or through the 
signing of individual pledge cards. Noth- 
ing less than 2,000,000 by June 28 can 
be a satisfactory answer to President 
Wilson's appeal to every man, woman, 
and child to enlist in the home army of 
production and saving prior to that 
date. Irn organizing this army of savers 
it is further our object to secure not 
less than 10,000 war savings societies or 
teams. 

‘‘ The result of the first two days of 
this drive is most encouraging. More 
than 500 war savings societies have been 
established. All those employed where 
large groups of people can be organized 
into this home army of war savings are 
called upon to volunteer their services in 
this organization work and are urged to 
get in touch with the War Savings.Com- 
mittee, 51 Chambers Street.”’ 

Plans were completed yesterday to 
reach all the foreign-language speaking 
districts of the city with the appeal of 
the war savings campaign. It is esti- 
mated that there are more than 3,000 000 
foreign-language speaking residents of 
New York, who are more familiar with 
the languages and dialects of their na- 
tive land than with English, and the 
thrift appeals will be addressed to these 
in théir own tongue. This work will be 
carried on by the Foreign Language 
Division of the War Savings Committee. 

Every foreign colony in the city will 
be canvassed. The work will be done 
by committees made up of leaders in 
each racial or national group, and each 


committee will' have a women’s auxili- 


ary. Experience in selling War Savings 
Stamps shows that the foreign popula- 
tion keenly appreciate the thrift appeal 
and the opportunity to help the Govern- 
ment witn savings advanced in small 
amounts. The foreign language news- 
papers are being used for the campaign. 
More than 161 papers will co-operate 
with the compaign committees through 
news articles and editorials dealing with 
the drive. 

Among the foreign language commit- 
tees the American Hungarian Commit- 
tee is a typical one. Professor Arpad 
G. Gerster, a surgeon, is Chairman: of 
the committee, ‘and such men as Mau- 
rice Cukor, Civil Service Commission; 
Julius Pirnitzer, President of the Trans- 
atlantic Trust Company, and Emil Kiss, 
the banker, form its executive board. 

Each one of the thirty-one ra e groups 
is represented by a full committee, ana 
to make their work as eftective as pos- 
sible each of the committees is planning 
distinctive features of its own, such as 
fiestas, pageants, and special demon- 
strations that will appeal particularly 
to its own people. It is expected that 
rivalry between the committees wil re- 
sult in many colorful and picturesque 
features. 

The colored women of the city have 
determined to take an active part in the 
campaign. Their slogan will be ‘‘ Make 
over your dresses, buy Thrift Stamps, 
and help win the war.’ With this 
slogan they wiil convert into a thrift 
stamp rally, the Annual Fashion Show 
of the Utopia Neighborhood Club at the 
Manhattan Casino next Friday night. 


URGES ALL TO BUY STAMPS. 


McAdoo Calls Every Patriot to Duty 
in War Savings Campaign. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—An appeal 
to all Americans to buy War Savings 
Stamps during the ‘campaign now in 
progress was issued today by Secretary 
McAdoo. The statement reminds those 
who remain at home that the fighting 
men must have food, clothing, and 
arms, and that the purchasing of 
stamps offers direct aid. 

“Over 800,000 of America’s sons are 
already on the fields of France, where 
the bloodiest attacks of all history are 
raging,’’ the statement says. “ They 
are suffering and dying for us at home. 
They are giving their lives freely and 


heroically to save America and the 
liberties of mankind. They need food, 
clothing, and arms. Every one who 
buys War Savings Stamps or, signs a 
pledge to save and buy these stamps 
over a period of time helps himself and 
helps directly every American hero in 
Erance. 

‘‘Isn’t this the least each patriot pas 
do to enable our gallant boys, to fight 
victoriously. or to die gloriously in‘ the 
cause of humanity and liberty? Let no 
one wno genuinely loves America and 
wants to serve, fail to enlist in the 
great. army of war savers guring the 
period ending June 28, 1918.”
